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WAS AT MURDER SPOT 


Other Witnesses Tell of Seeing 
Flashes That Killed Bar 
Man. 


| Special to the Post-Dienatch. 
GALESBURG, IIL, Rec. 17.— 
That John Looney, scandal sheet 
editor and vice king, was left in 
the vicinity of William Gabel’s sa- 
loon in Rock Island a few minutes 
| before Gabel was slain, but that he 
| 
' 


did not see Looney or anyone else 
fire the shots that killed him. was 
the substance of testimony given 
yesterday by Emeal Davis, Negro, 
lin the trial of Looney here for 
| murder. 

Davis, who ran a dance hall, dis- 
| orderly house and gambling joint, 
|had been heralded as the State’s 
most important witness. 

The night of the murder, July 31, 
1922, Davis testified, he rode 
around with Looney and Looney’s 
son, Connor, in thelr automobile. 
They made one trip to Gabel’s re- 
sort, stopping their car in the alley 
behind the building, he said. Con- 
nor looked around and said, 
‘They’re here,” so they drove out, 
stopping for 15 minutes at Fourth 
|avenue and Twenty-fourth street, 
| where Looney got out and talked 
be someone the witness thought 
was Louts Ortel. Then they drove 
backyup the alley, Davis said, fol- 
lowed by ‘dnother car. Looney, 
according to Davis, went to Helen 
Van Dale's resort, next door to 
Gabel’s saloon, where he con- 
ferred with Policeman Butch Gin- 
nage. Then Looney told his son 
and Davis to drive away. 

After being taken back to his 
own resort by Connor Looney, Da- 
vis said he was doing some work 
when Lawrence Pedigo came in 
and asked, “Have you heard the 
news? They’ve just bumped off 
GabeF”’ ; 

How Looney Was Dressed. 

Looney wore a cap, red sweater, 
goggles and handerchief around his 
‘neck that night, Davis declared, 
Davis, a prisoner in Rock, Island, 
was brought here on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus to testify. He is also 
indicted for the Gabel murder. 

Asked if he did not tell L R. 
|'Wasson and W. C. Allen, attorneys 
for Looney, that “this is the damnd- 
est frame-up I ever saw,” Davis ad- 
mitted that he had. He said he re- 
ferred to his own indictment for the 
murder, saying that after he had 
slept with Pedigo in jail for 60 
days and come to think of him as 
his friend, Pedigo had given evi- 
‘dence to have him indicted when 
he (Pedizgo) knew he (Davis) had 
no part in the shooting. 
| Denying he had been promised 
‘immunity for his testimony, Davis 
said, “I have told absolutely the 
truth. If it saves, it saves; if nof, 
I'm lost.” 4 

The flashes from the revolvers 
that killed Gabel were seen by Fred 
|Stranburg, night watchman at a 
furniture company nearby, Stran- 
burg testified. He said he saw aix 
flashes from an automobile parked 

near the saloon. Two men came 
‘from the saloon and entered an- 
other machine and both rushed 
hurriedly away, he testified. Tnré 
witness was unable to 4ééntify 
either the cars or thefr oceupapts.

Pedigo denied making guch a state- 
ment.
